AN ANNIVKKSAKY. 


Just one year ago ihis week occurred 


Ihe great Hood of 1883, At that lime 
the waters at Cdshocton reached 
greater height than at any time since 
1860, and the loss of property was 
greater than ever before in the history 
of the county. 
At Cincinnati and 


oilier points on the Ohio river the 
flood was greater than it had been for 
50 years, and the loss of property, the 
excruciating'.suffering nnd the sickness 
and desolation and death that follow- 
ed, as direct outgrowths of the Hood 
are still fresh m the minds of the peo- 
ple. 
Jt has been confidently believed 


thai the Hood this year, while expected, 
would not reach the magnitude 
ol 


thai of last, but il appears at lliis 
writing, that that belief was not well 
founded.

was expected lo roach the depth at- 
tained in 1860. 
Last week there1 were 


500 barrels of Hour stored on the 
first 


floor of the mill, and the proprietors 
very wisely concluded to remove to 
the second slory, and but a few hours 
alter the 
work was performed, 
the 


walcr came in. 


The boat house of Mr. J. P. Forbes, 


that stood just above the Kmpire Mill, 
was held in place during the greater 
parl of Thursday, but as the volume of 
water increased the current became so 
swift thai ihe ropes were snapped 
asunder, and it went whirling down 
the middle of the canal. 


The two rivers and the canal are 


one vast expanse of water, and it is 
believed the 
canal bank is badly 


broken. 


The furniture factory of the Rose 


Bros, is submerged 
to the depth of 


nearly three feet; Ihe machinery will 
be somewhat 
damaged, and 
lumber 


somewhat injured, but no lumber was 
lost. 


On the Coshocton side the picture 


is even more gloomy, 


Water street is within the current, 


and ferry boats running between the 
iwo towns run clown the center of the 
s'treel. The dwellings on the riverside 
of the street are submerged to the 
depth of from two to five feet, and on 
some the water reaches lo Ihe eaves of 
Ihe kitchen roofs, 
In Ihose houses 


that have second slorics, Ihe furniture 
vnd carpets were saved from damage 


[>y being removed thereto, and some 
of the families are remaining in their 
dwellings by like method, but the 
greater part have moved out. 
Some 


clung to their houses so long, expect- 
ing the water to subside, that they 
were only enabled to get out them- 
selves, and furniture and all house- 
hold effects, including fruits and vege- 
tables and all edibles, ar$ destroyed. 


The suffering that must ensue is not 


pleasant to contemplate. 


TWO MEN DROWNED. 


The Tuscarawas 
River extends 


from hill to hill on either side, and the 
current is as swift as the bullet of thi 
rifleman, while upon the surface float 


drift wood, ice, corn fodder, hay, and 
numerous evidences of the destruction 
of the elements, 


Thursday 
afternoon 
Frank and 


James Henderson, married men, who 
live near Wild Turkey Lock, accom- 
panied by a man named Murphy, went 
to West Lafayette in a skiff to make 
some purchases. About three o'clock 
they started to return, and near the 
Lafayette bridge, or a short distance 
above the trestle work of the Connot- 
tori Valley Railway, tarried to shoot 
muskrats that were swimming among 
the drift in great numbers. While thus 
engaged the boat strcuk a swirl and 
was upset. 
J3oth the Hendersons 


could swim, but Murphy could not, 
The boal struck a log and was split in 
two, thus completely 
disabling it, 


The Hendersons swam for a short 
lime, bul were unable to gain a sup- 
port and both were drowned. Mur- 
phy reached a tree and saved himself, 
Uthough he was in the water an hour 
and a half, and the chill thus received 
,vill probably injure his health, 
One 


of the Hendersons is the father of Ihe 
soy who was killed by lightning last 
summer, and Mr. Henderson, of Canal 


is a brother. Their bodies 


lave not been recovered. ' • 


The fate of these men is peculiarly 


ad, as each leave families dependent 
ipon them, Than around their fire- 
ides on Thursday night the grim 
monster never saw more sorrowful 
vidence of this blighting hand. Grie f 
tricken wives and children mourned 
he loss of husband and parent and 
rolector, while not even the comfort 
vas granted of looking upon Iheir 
arthly remains, The thought must 
\ave been maddening as they realized 
heir loss and the fact thai their belov- 
(1 were then being lossed and bruised 
,nd disfigured by the onward and 
merciless river. The remains may be 
.iscovcrccl in Ihe 
future but Ihe 


hances are against it. 
At least, the 


probabilities arc that it will be long 
months, after decay

SOME liAD 1IRKAKS IN THE KA1LROAD. 


Thursday morning at about two 


o'clock a break occurred in the Pan 
i-iandle near Lock 17, and nit trains 
ye re discontinued. Three passenger 
.rains from Ihe west were stopped at 
^oshoclon. 
Workmen were busily 


engaged all day in attempting lo re- 
pair Ihe break, but to no avail, Great 
car loads <^>f stone were hauled, togeth- 
er with gravel and timber, and every 
effort made to check the onward 
sweep, but "the waves rolled over them 
ind they wer6 gone." 


In the afternoon ol Thursday, a 


passenger train was made up in Co- 
shocton and started to Columbus, load- 
ed with passengers who were brought 
to this point, eastward bound. As the 
train nearccl Franklin bridge, five miles 
west of Coshocton, the track walker 
signaled the engineer and, stopped Ihe 
train. The track for a distance of 700 
feet was submerged to the depth of 
about four inches. The train men de- 
cided to pull through, and started slow- 
ly, As the engine steamed slowly for- 
ward with its load of human freight, 
the track began to ' crumble slowly 
pway. The speed was increased, and 
the train saved, but the entiie 700 feet 


embankment and track melted

Twenty seconds more and the train 


and passengers would have been hurled 
into eternity, 


In the night time a serious break 


occured near Morgan's run, about 
three miles east of Coshocton; so that 


Ihe town is completely cut off from the 
world, so far as railroads are concern- 
ed. No train has beached town for 
four days on the Connotton Valley, 
except an engine that came through as 
a feeler Thursday, 


SOME LOSSES. 


The water is still so high that it is 


impossible to calculate the pecuniary 
damages sustained, nor is it possible 
to learn who has sustained loss. 


It is known that Mr. Jno, G. Stew- 


art's land, that lies off to the left of the 
Canal Lewisville road, has been greatr 
ly damaged; the levee bank washed 
away to the extent of 75 or 100 yards, 
and it is said a channel cut across the 
btst portion of the bottom land. 


A Mr. Foster had nine large hay 


stacks on the Workman farm, for 
which he had been offered last' week 
nine dollars per ton, bul refused it, 
holding for a better price, All of it 
was lost, 


The slaughter house used by Mr. 


Martin, the butcher, located in the 
"forks," near the Roscoe bridge, was 
carried away, including all the para- 
phernalia for butchering, 
The loss, 


while not grcal, will be annoying. 


The levee bank on loe Howard 


Miller farm, in Jackson township, is 
broken and the land badly damaged, 


A large quantity of lumber in Ihe 


yard of Adams & Gleason, mentioned 
above, was carried away Thursday 
evening late, and we hear it: rumored 
thai Iheir loss is estimated at $1000.

At Trenton, in Tuscarawas county* 


a county bridge was carried away. 


The new county bridge about two 


miles west of Newcomerstown, in this 
county, was badly damaged by the 
piers being washed, and word was re- 
ceived here Thursday that it was ex- 
pected to go down, but the report has 
not been verified this (Friday) morning.

AD Educational Bill. 


Senator Ulair has reportetl from the 


Committee on Education and Labor, a 
substitute for his educational bill intro- 
duced al this session of Congress. 


The bill provides that for the pur- 


post? of securing the benefits of com- 
mon school education to all the chil- 
dren living in Ihe United States, there 
shall be appropriated annually for ten 
years a /sum of money beginning 
witlv 


$15,000,000 and diminished by $t,- 
ooo^oo in each succeeding year, which 
sum shall be paid out to each of <he 
several States and Territories ahd the 
District of Columbia in thai proportion 
which the whole number of persons of 
ten years and over in such State or 
Territory or in the District, who can- 
not read and write, bear to the whole 
number of such persons in the United 
States, according to the census of 
1880. 


Il provides that no part of the mon- 


ey shall be paid out to any State or 
Territory which shall not, during the 
first five years of the operation of Ihe 
act, anmuilly-expend for the mainte- 
nance of the common schools ,at least 
one- third of the sum which shall be 
allotted it by this proposed education 
fund, and during the second five years 
a sum at least equal to the 
whole

of the allotment made to

My apiary has boon conducted slriot- 


ly ou Iho modern syslohl of boo culture 
and tho results havo been wonderful to 
the uninitiated, My apiary, situitto'd 
as it is in a J'mo farming section, is re- 
garded as a groat curiosity by tho poo- 
plo, and rjuitb a number of people of 
both soxos have visited it and expressed 
Iho greatest astonishment at Us mag- 
nitude and management, 
Jn the early 


spring I only laid in enough supplies 
for an average houoy season, and when 
tho rush came 'iho supplies ran-out 
and I lost heavily onthnl account. This 
loss 1ms not boon altogether a "loss," 
as it has taught mo a valuable lossoti, 
i. c,, to koop a bountiful lot of supplies 
on hand at the right time. 'A further 
source of loss was a failure to prevent 
swarming, 
Horoloforo 1 confidently 


bollovod that J possessed tho skill to 
govern tho swarming impulse, But 
this season has either boon an excep- 
tion or I was mistaken in part. 


Tho best result obtained from a sin- 


gle colony and its increase was 290 
pounds of surplus honoy. This colony 
(imported stock), was allowed to send 
oul but ono swarm, aflor which tho 
queen colls woro removed and further 
increase thereby prevented. Tho par- 
ent hlvo gave 176 pounds, and tho 
"swarm" gavo 121 pounds, making tho 
aggregate as above, 296 pounds. 
At 


the price of 15 cents per pound, tho 
price for which my honoy sells at my 
apiary store room; this ono colony ha» 
given $'18.96 worth of honoy, wliilo the 
inci'oaso-—ono good swarm—is worth 
moro than enough to covor all labor 
and expenses. My first six swarms 
gavo 600 pounds of extract of honey of 
tho first quality—an average of 100 
pounds oacli, or in tho aggregate $90 
worth of honoy. 
Several colonies 


niado seventy-two one-pound (section) 
boxos of comb honey each, ut 20 cents 
ft pound, giving $14.40 as tho income 
from each hivo employed in making this 
class of goods. 


Tho result will sufUoc lo show wheth- 


er or not tho apiary will pay when in 
tho hands of iv "boo-mastor." I am 
Halisllod Ihat if an apiary was situated 
in u locality whore while olovor and 
linden timber abounds, I could make 
double tho figures above, Nevertheless 
it should bo borne in mind that skill 
and adaptability in tho apiarist aro ab-

HINTS ON VOUI/JL'HY-HAISINU, 


Mr. A, M. IJalstoad, an Eastern 


poultry-raiser, and tho author of'a ro- 
oont work on artificial incubation, gives 
tho following suggestions on tho loca- 
tion of a yard turn tho construction and 
arrangement of tho buildings: In tho 
first plaoo, tho sito of tho yard should 
bo a dry situation, with a southern1 or 
southeastern slope. If ou tho bank of 
a lake or a pond, \voll; bnta small run- 
ning stream is preferable. A rough 
piooo of land, with somo underbrush 
and rooks, is not objectionable, unless 
tho rooks aro broken or piled up, so as 
to make a harbor for rats or weasols. 
Somo undorbrush is desirable for shade. 
Currant bushes mako a good shade and 
their fruit is good for tho fowls. In tho 
buildings to shelter tho fowls it is bet- 
tor to have a number of small houses 
rathor than one of largo siao for tho 
brooding stock. A convenient as woll 
as economical way is to build each 
house double; that is, to Hholtor two 
yards of fowls, lotting tho dividing 
fonoo join tho houso iii tho center,-. 
Houses twelve foot long by six foot wi<l,o 
will mako two apartments, each' large 
onough to acoomodate fifty hens and 
four <oook«, which nro as many as 
should bo kept together, Ventilation 
must not be overlooked, and iu hot 
wonthor slionld bo ample.
